Mayor puts town’s budget online

AGAWAM — The people have spoken and town offi- 
cials have listened. 

Due to the numerous requests the town has received to 
have the annual operating budget included for viewing on- 
line, Mayor Richard A. Cohen has worked with IT Director 
Jeff Hulbert to make that wish a reality. 

According to a statement issued by Cohen’s office on 
April 6, the fiscal year 2011 annual operating budget is 
available to view on the town’s website, www.agawam. 
ma.us. 

“We did have it partially online...but we didn’t have the 
full budget out there,” Cohen said in an interview late last 
week. “I agree it’s important to put it out there. As soon as 
the new budget [for fiscal year 2012] is approved, it will be 
on there also.” 

Cohen said including the budget online allows it to be 
readily and easily accessible by taxpayers. 

“Tt’s important for the transparency [of the government] 
and for the people to be able to access it if they have any 
questions,” Cohen said. “The budget is a public document 
and with the number of people who utilize computers, it’s

School budget talks heat Another loss for Agawam 


up, parents simmer

AGAWAM - Parents, teachers, and school 
administrators filled the Roberta G. Doer- 
ing School auditorium for Tuesday night’s 
school committee meeting. Before Super- 
intendent Dr. Mary A. Czajkowski could 
present her latest budget to the committee, 


“Theard a school committee member com- 
ment on the apathy of parents in this com- 
munity,” said Rua. “I question, instead, the 
apathy of this school committee. We have 
shown up, spoken up, and been anything 
but apathetic. This is an election year, and 
be sure, we will remember how you vote on 
this budget.” 

Parent Carolyn Reed told the committee 


audience members used the 
citizen speak time to urge 
the committee to re-think the 
proposed $1.6 million cut to 
the fiscal year 2012 budget, 
which includes four teacher 
layoffs, 13 paraprofessional 
layoffs, and two secretary 
layoffs, in addition to 13 
non-replaced positions (re- 
tirements that would not be 
filled) that include six teach- 
ers, five instructional coach- 
es, a secretary, and the school

she had started a petition to 
state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, 
R-Southwick and state Sena- 
tor James T. Welch, D-West 
Springfield, urging them to 
assist “in any way that they 
can” and, with the help of 
other parents, collected 730 
signatures. 

“Education is how Massa- 
chusetts competes with other 
states. We don’t have oil; we 
don’t have agricultural land.

resource officer. 

Speakers urged the committee to submit a 
level-funded budget for the fourth consecu- 
tive year instead and chastised them for not 
upholding the school committee’s policy that 
the “...first priority of an annual budget will 
be the educational welfare of 
the children in our schools” 
by supporting a budget that 
cuts staff, increases class siz- 
es, and denies cost-of-living 
wage increases to teachers 
and paraprofessionals. 

Resident and parent Wendy 
Rua challenged Mayor Rich- 
ard A. Cohen to “publish the 
town budget and make that as 
transparent as the school de- 
partment budget.” 
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this states has,” said Reed. 

Stephanie Pellegrini, a paraprofessional at 
the Doering School, urged the committee to 
come up with creative ways to free up town 
funds, including a biweekly trash pick-up 
during the colder months instead of a weekly 
one. 

In reference to the teacher layoffs and the 
elimination of 1 percent cost-of-living sal- 
ary increases to not only employees of the 
school department, but also to other town 
employees, Pellegrini said, “leave teachers, 
firemen, and policemen alone when you’re 
making cuts—without us, this town has a lot 
more problems.” 

Czajkowski followed the public speak time 
with her budget presentation, which came up 
with $1.6 million in reductions that include

School Department 


Special services director 
accepts superintendent job

AGAWAM — Less than one month af- 
ter the announcement that the Agawam 
School Department would be losing its 
leader in July when superintendent Dr. 
Mary Czajkowski leaves the district for 
a new position in Barnstable, the depart- 
ment faces another loss: that of John 
Provost, director of special services, who 
was recently offered the superintendent’s 
role in North Brookfield. 

Provost was one of three finalists in- 
terviewed by the committee and was of- 
fered the position April 1, according to 
North Brookfield Interim Superintendent 
Gordon Noseworthy. 

Currently, Provost is the director of 
special services here in Agawam, where 
he is in his ninth year. His resume lists 
administrative certification as superin- 
tendent/assistant superintendent, admin- 
istrator of special education (all levels) 
and principal/assistant principal (grades 
9-12). 

During his years in Agawam, and be- 
fore that, Holyoke, Provost has devel- 
oped programs related to autism, func- 
tional academic, inclusion, vocational 
academic and latency programs. Addi- 
tionally, his experience in those schools 
includes program evaluation, grant man- 
agement and service on accreditation and 
review teams, and the development and 
implementation of compliance monitor- 
ing systems for coordinated program re-

views at the schools. 

Provost has been credited with sig- 
nificantly improving graduation rates, 
SAT scores and participation rates for 
students with disabilities in honors and 
advanced placement courses during his 
tenure in Agawam. 

North Brookfield School Committee 
Chairman Jeff Hicks said Provost’s se- 
lection as superintendent for that district 
was made after the town’s visit to Aga- 
wam. 

“There we witnessed, and heard from 
those we spoke with, what he has ac- 
complished,” said Hicks. “He came into 
a special education system that had been,

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Building town’s future 
by looking at past 


Joe Conte resigns from ZBA

AGAWAM - Joe Conte is no stranger to 
building issues. He served for many years 
as the head of the building department, 
helping to ensure the safety of many people 
that lived and worked in various buildings 
around town, and most recently vacated his 
seat on the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

During his years in the building depart- 
ment, Conte was credited with properly ex- 
ecuting building department policies. 

“He made our department run efficient- 
ly,’ said Dominic Urbinati, the head of in- 
spection service in town. “I worked under 
him for many years and he did an excellent 
job interpreting the new building codes.” 

Conte made his way to the Agawam 
Building Department in 1967. When he 
was asked to take over the department, he 
said he began by taking away building per- 
mits. 

“T revoked a lot of them because all the 
buildings were not being done right,” said 
Conte. “I made no exceptions, not even for 
my friends. Things needed to be done the 
right way. I treated everyone the same. It 
was not always pleasant, but I had to do 
what was right for the town.” 

Conte’s specialty was in zoning issues, 
Urbinati said. He served as a mentor to Ur- 
binati when Urbinati began working for the 
town in 1975. 

Conte said he decided to take the job to 
help serve his community. 

“I grew up here, and I was raising my 
three kids here,” said Conte. “I felt it was 
my duty to help my community.” 

Conte obviously knew what he was talk- 
ing about because every permit he said he 
revoked he won appeals in court. 

“They were not done right and no one 
was able to prove otherwise,” said Conte. 

Conte worked with Urbanati for 14 years, 
a time during which the building code be- 
came more advanced, specific, and contin- 


ued to adjust to modern building practices 
and safety and health codes. In 1989, Conte 
decided it was time to retire from the pro- 
fession. 

“I was ready for the younger blood to 
take over the department,” said Conte. 

Urbinati said Conte made the build- 
ing department efficient and his guidance 
helped make the office run smoothly to this 
day. 

“He was an expert in his field,” said Ur- 
binati. 

With his specific affinity for zoning, 
Conte joined the Zoning Board of Appeals 
in 2001, and served as the vice-chairman 
for a number of years. 

“The ZBA needed another person who 
was good at dealing with the legal issues 
surrounding appeals procedures,” said 
Conte. “I thought my knowledge would 
help the board.” 

He served the board for nine years before 
having health issues that forced him to re- 
sign his seat two weeks ago. 

Conte was the president of the Western 
Massachusetts Building Officials for many 
years and also served temporarily as the 
town’s treasurer and tax collector. Urbinati 
credited Conte with helping him get the 
schooling he needed to become better at 
doing inspections. 

He also hailed Conte as a great family 
man and avid supporter of local functions. 

“He did a great job raising his three kids 
and I have always been able to go to him,” 
said Urbinati. 

Conte, now retired, currently resides at 
the Holyoke Soldiers Home. 


CPA annual meeting 
open to the public 


The Agawam Community Preservation 
Committee will hold its annual public 
hearing Wednesday, April 27 at 7 p.m. at 
the Agawam Public Library Community 
Room. The committee is encouraging res- 
idents to attend to provide input on future 
CPA projects and spending. The xommit- 
tee will also provide an overview of the 
financial performance of the CPA fund. 
CPA funds are raised through a 1 per- 
cent surcharge on residents’ annual real 
estate taxes. Currently, the committee 
has $554,812 reserved for open space 
resources, $277,304 for historic pres- 
ervation and $306,055 for affordable 
community housing. There is also an ad- 
ditional $2.1 million remaining which is 
discretionary and can be used in any of 
the three categories including recreation. 
The CPA Committee has already rec- 
ommended spending for many different 


projects in town totaling over $2.5 mil- 
lion since it was adopted in 2001. A few 
notable projects that the committee has 
recommended that have received city 
council approval include: $1.7 million for 
the School Street Park; $210,000 for pres- 
ervation of the Historic Thomas Smith 
House; $248,000 to Agawam Housing 
Authority for roof, door, and window 
replacements; $65,000 to preserve the 
historical records in the Agawam City 
Hall Clerk’s office; and, $92,820 for 
the Benjamin Phelps School Playscape. 
The Community Preservation Committee 
welcomes new project proposals that may 
contribute to community preservation of 
Agawam. Anyone wishing to may submit 
such proposals to the committee using the 
form and guidelines located on the town’s 
website (http://agawam.ma.us) or by pick- 
ing one up at the city hall planning office.

D2 lovers are a special breed of peo- 
ple. 

It wasn’t until last year when I adopted 
an 8-week old chocolate Labrador that I 
became part of this unique sub-culture and 
learned just how true that statement is. I 
had always been a cat person, and after an 
unfortunate encounter with a German shep- 
herd at age 9, I spent the majority of my 
life in fear of most dogs. 

Guinness changed all that. 

We’ve all seen (or at least heard about)

— Labrador owned by 
newspaper columnist John Grogan. His 
musings about his misbehaving Marley 
turned into a bestselling book and even-

The Holy Spirit: 
Alive today 


I noticed “Sam” right away, before I 
learned his name or anything about him. He 
was a first-year student in divinity school 
when I was a second-year, and he shone as 
one of the brightest in that young crop. He 
was well dressed and attractive, but more 


than this, he had an infectious smile that 
shone in his eyes, full of life and hope. He 
soon became a leader, and at the end of the 
year, he was voted president of the student 
body for the year to come. 

But by that next year, something had 
changed. Sam, as it happens, was gay. He 
was open about this. In our denomination, 
being gay can bar the way to ordination. 
When people asked Sam how on earth he 
could be seeking ordination, he would smile 
that infectious smile and say, “I am.’ But 
Sam came to experience the deep hostil- 
ity of our faculty leaders toward gays who 
dared to speak openly of their sexual orien- 
tation. By the end of his first year, his op- 
timism had vanished. Seeing Sam was like 
seeing a beautiful glass that had shattered. 

Despite his election as student body presi- 
dent, Sam became a part-time student and all 
but disappeared for a while. Later, he found 
community work with an agency serving 


homeless people. This work renewed him, 
and soon he received a half-time church 
appointment (allowable in our denomina- 
tion for gay persons who are abstinent). 
His church is thriving, and he continues his 
community work — and his work on behalf 
of gay persons. 

Only a few slim verses of scripture explic- 
itly condemn homosexual acts. A few slim 
verses of scripture likewise prohibit women 
from preaching (and instruct slaves to obey 
their masters). It was Sam who pointed out 
to me that my position as a female member 
of the clergy was nearly as precarious as his. 
“Women are next,” he said to me, referring 
to the churches’ energetic campaigns against 
gays. I didn’t want to accept his word then, it 
made me feel too vulnerable. I feel called to 
preach, as I know Sam is called to preach. 

John Wesley, founder of the Methodist 
movement back in the 1700s, was a pow- 
erful believer in the Holy Spirit. He under- 


stood, even then, that our scriptures don’t 
explicitly cover every possible situation. He 
understood, too, that where one scripture 
seems to contradict another, we must apply 
the wider message of scripture to our under- 
standing of the narrow passages. We turn to 
the Holy Spirit to help us do this. Although 
Paul denied a leadership role to women, 
women were leaders in the early Church 
and were among Jesus’ closest followers. 
So when women came to John Wesley, tell- 
ing him that they were called to preach, he 
dared not deny the Holy Spirit that had spo- 
ken to them. He gave them permission. To- 
day, women have been ordained for over 50 
years in the United Methodist Church. 

Christ has gone before us. Paul has died. 
But the Holy Spirit is alive and among us 
today, still guiding us as we seek to interpret 
our scriptures in changing times. Let us be 
open in all ways to the Holy Spirit’s teach- 
ing.

closer look at the 
municipal budget process

As president of the Agawam City Coun- 
cil, I would like to clarify what the role of 
the city council is with respect to the school 
budget and the operating town budget. It is 
my intent to clear up much of the misinfor- 
mation circulating around town. 

Normal procedure has the mayor submit- 
ting to the city council a proposed total op- 
erating budget for the following fiscal year, 
which would include the 
school budget. In arriv- 
ing at this number, the 
mayor must balance the 
needs of our school sys- 
tem in addition to the tax 
burden that the taxpay- 
ers will be asked to endure. This year, May- 
or Richard A. Cohen has requested that the 
school department present a balanced bud- 
get. This number is approximately $34 mil- 
lion. Again, the mayor has attempted to find 
the right balance between overburdening the 
taxpayer and the risk of under funding our 
school system. This problem is certainly 
not unique to Agawam. In reality, Agawam 
is not faced with the similar situations cur- 
rently occurring around the country, which 
even require multiple school closings. 

Let me clearly state that in economic con- 
ditions such as those that we are presently 
experiencing, what is not needed is politi- 
cal posturing to further one’s own agenda.

If we are going to talk about the needs of 
children then we should also talk about the 
needs of the elderly living on fixed incomes. 
If we talk about tax increases, let us not for- 
get the other financial burdens that residents 
are battling including energy costs, fees, tax 
increases, food prices, etc. Let us not forget 
that the town employee must also provide 
for their families and share the same finan- 
cial challenges. 

The school committee has choices to make 
and as difficult as those choices may be, the 
mayor in his wisdom has 
given them the guide- 
lines to follow.

school budget. Who bet- 
ter to prioritize where school budget dollars 
should be spent than the superintendent of 
schools and the school committee? Let us 
hope that they do not take the easy way out 
and submit a budget that acts as if tough eco- 
nomic times do not exist. 

In closing, let me remind people that Social 
Security recipients will not receive a cost of 
living adjustment for the third straight year 
while costs continue to rise. Whether this 
is fair or not, this is reality. State and town 
budgets across America are coming to grips 
with this harsh reality and are taking action. 
We cannot be writing checks that will not be 
able to be cashed.

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Group looks at next 


step for Agawam

AGAWAM —- The Agawam Reorganiza- 
tion Committee will need to make a decision 
on how to proceed with the next step of their 
pursuit of possible town wide departmental re- 
organization. 

The committee, which held its fourth meet- 
ing March 30, received a visit from Stephen 
McGoldrick, the deputy director of the Mc- 
Cormack Graduate School of Policy and Glob- 
al Studies at the University of Massachusetts- 
Boston. 

McGoldrick gave a presentation to mem- 
bers of the city council subcommittee, which 
is looking for direction on what options they 
have in looking at condensing departments to 
save taxpayer money. 

Reorganization Committee Chairman Coun- 
cilor Dennis Perry said McGoldrick gave the 
committee an overview of other reorganiza- 
tions that have taken place. 

“He gave us a great look at his experiences 
and he plans to send us a proposal for what he 
thinks he can do to guide us,” said Perry. 

Possible guidance from McGoldrick is one 
of the reasons the main body of the city council 
approved adding $3,500 back into the council’s 
professional service budget. The original intent 
of the money was to hire a lawyer to advise on 
unions, which is still a possibility. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who is neutral on 
the reorganization issue, provided the commit- 
tee with a second option that could help with 
reorganization and possibly save the town 
money. 

“T have provided them with copies for re- 
view on the ‘restructuring city and town gov- 
ernment, published by the Department of Rev- 
enue,” said Cohen.

Cohen said the DOR may provide services 
to help reorganize the town for free. 

“The Massachusetts Department of Rev- 
enue Audit team, under the Division of Local 
Services Technical Assistance Section, pro- 
vides services to local official without charge,” 
said Cohen. 

Cohen, who is the chief executive officer in 
Agawam, must go along with reorganization 
changes if they are passed by the city council. 
Under the Town Charter, Cohen could propose 
reorganization, but it must still be approved by 
the city council. 

To date, he has not made any comment on 
how a reorganization could affect town hall or 
other major departments in town. 

Perry said last week that the mayor’s sub- 
mission would definitely come into consider- 
ation. 

“T appreciate the mayor giving us this option 
and we are definitely going to take a look at it,” 
said Perry. 

The proposal from the DOR states changes 
or amendments to the town charter can be 
made through “Home Rule Legislation,” which 
is a special bill that could be passed at the state 
level, intended to enhance self-government for 
cities, towns and counties. It only applies to 
specific office combination, such as combining 
the town treasurer and collector’s offices. 

City Councilor George Bitzas weighed in 
on the proposal by the mayor, saying the DOR 
route is the first one the reorganization com- 
mittee should be exploring. 

“We are in a tight budget crunch and right 
now, this may be a free option that will help 
save the taxpayers money,” said Bitzas. “TI will 
not vote to approve any spending from the pro- 
fessional services until they look at this option 
first.” 

Streamlining of services is something that 
is being encouraged on the state level to help 
save money. It is being pushed in many school 
districts, which are encouraging smaller towns 
to regionalize.

essentially, a revolving door, and trans- 
formed it into a real model. Furthermore, 
he has gone beyond that by moving beyond 
the SPED program to the benefit of other 
programs; his work has caused a positive 
ripple effect throughout the school.” 

Likewise, James Metcalf, another North 
Brookfield School Committee member, 
said he was impressed with Provost’s re- 
cord and focus. 

“We noted that he arrived at Agawam 
with a plan to spend three years there 
— he’s now in his ninth,” said Metcalf. “He 
explained to us that he stayed until he had 
completed the job to his satisfaction.” 

Metcalf went on to say that he was im- 
pressed with the praise Provost has gar- 
nered from the Agawam School Depart- 
ment. 

“Just as one example, we noted during 
our visit that he had recently added two 
classes without hiring any new teachers,” 
said Metcalf. “We like that he’s extended 
his accomplishments for special education 
pupils to improvements in education for all 
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classes.” 

Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who 
is also chairman of the Agawam School 
Committee, extended his well wishes to 
Provost. 

“I’m very happy for John. I think he will 
be an excellent superintendent and he will 
sadly be missed, as he has been a superb 
part of the administration for the school 
district.” 

Cohen said during his time here, Provost 
has brought the special education depart- 
ment “in line with all federal and state 
mandates and is always looking to make 
sure that the students’ needs are met while 
still saving the district money in maintain- 
ing services.” 

The school committee will discuss pos- 
sible avenues for replacement, Cohen said. 

“The superintendent will likely make a 
recommendation to post the position, and 
we'll review the applications and go from 
there,” he said.

an easy and quick way for people to look it 
up and review the town’s fiscal matters.” 

Prior to the budget being online, residents 
could obtain a copy at Agawam Public Li- 
brary, at the school department, or at the 
Agawam Town Hall in either the clerk’s or 
mayor’s office. 

“The key is that it is now visible,” he said. 
“Before, I had the appropriation pages out, a 
summary and a pie chart. Now, we have the 
full budget and people can access and look 
at it at their own will.” 

There was no cost associated with putting 
the document online, Cohen said. 

Agawam resident Corrine M. Wingard — 
who, as a vice chair of the democratic town 
committee, former co-chair of the go-green 
committee (which preceded the energy com- 
mission), and member of the Community 
Preservation Act Committee — is no stranger 
to town government operations. She has

made several requests to the mayor’s office 
to have the budget put online. 

“Open, forthright communication and 
knowledge for all the residents is very im- 
portant,’ she said. “It’s important for all 
town residents to know what’s going on in 
their government.” 

Wingard said she was “delighted” at the 
news. 

“It’s been a very long-time coming,” she 
said. “I don’t think I’m the only person 
who’s ever asked for this.” 

She admitted that the budget documents 
can be difficult for people to understand and 
said she hopes it’s put online “in a form that 
can be readily understood by the citizens.” 

In addition, Wingard said she hopes the 
mayor would be able to look at additional 
revenue sources for the town so that vital 
services will be spared from budget cuts, 
and wishes to see the mayor have more open 
and ongoing communication with the city 
council about the upcoming budget.

Notes from the Music Room

The “Songs of George and Ira Gershwin” 
will hit the boards at the Agawam Senior 
Center, Tuesday, April 26 at 1 p.m. The free 
concert will be presented by the combined 
Memory Lane Chorus and Melody Band of 
the center. Some 24 songs by one of Amer- 
ica’s greatest song writing teams will be 
presented in pretty much chronological or- 
der along with some interesting background 
information during the production. Most of 
their songs were written for theatrical pro- 
ductions or movie musicals during the short 
span of George’s lifetime, but have seen nu- 
merous repeated presentations over many 
years. 

His first big success came when Al Jolson 
sang “Swanee” at the Winter Garden Theatre 
in 1919 and then added it to the score of the 
musical “Sinbad.” The song sold over a mil- 


lion copies of sheet music. Jolson sang it in 
the 1945 movie “Rhapsody in Blue.” He then 
dubbed it in the vocal for Larry Parks in the 
1946 movie, “The Jolson Story,” which was 
reproduced in 1949 as “Jolson Sings Again.” 
Judy Garland sang it in the movie, “A Star is 
Born” (1954). 

“The Man I Love,” written in 1928, was 
performed later in the following movies: 
“Rhapsody In Blue” by pianist Hazel Scott, 
“Young Man With a Horn” by Doris Day in 
1950, “Sincerely Yours” (1955) by Liberace, 
“Lady Sings the Blues” by Diana Ross as 
Billie Holiday (1972) and by the band in 
“New York, New York” (1977). 

The list goes on and on. The Senior Center 
showcase will keep a display of Gershwin 
material through the month of April. The 
display includes sheet music, songbooks and 
records along with articles from books, mag- 
azine and newspapers over many years.

31.8 lost positions and $97,000 in proposed 
student fees (athletic, band, extracurricular, 
and parking) but still leaves a deficit of al- 
most $285,000. 

The superintendent then called for a tenta- 
tive approval by the school committee. 

School committee member Diane Juzba 
initially conveyed that she was unable to 
support the budget. 

“T hate the fact that we start in the class- 
room and work up. We need to re-look at 
what we’re cutting,” said Juzba. 

Czajkowski responded that she would 
“ask the committee to give me direction in 
where to cut. I don’t see any way around it 
but to cut personnel.” 

Committee member Shelley Borgatti- 
Reed admitted the budget had been “keeping 
her up at night.” 

“T think it’s sad that we don’t work to- 
gether as a town. We’re all one. What do we 
need; what can we cut? People come here for 
our schools, and if we cut teachers and in- 
crease class sizes, they aren’t going to come 
here,” said Reed. 

Former teacher turned school commit- 
tee member Kathleen Mouneimneh, who 
has said she will give her school committee 
stipend back to the school department to be 
used to help save a teaching position or cre- 
ate a scholarship, said she could not support 
this budget. 

“T can’t support a budget that includes lay- 
offs. By doing this you’re asking our teach- 
ers and paraprofessionals to work harder and 
you’re making it harder for them to be effec- 
tive. When you say that freshman sports [an 
earlier proposed cut that was put back into 
the budget] are more important than teach- 
ing positions, I have a problem,” said Mou- 
neimneh. 

Vice-Chairman Anthony Bonavita criti- 
cized the other committee members and the 
meeting’s attendees for being unrealistic. 

“No one wants to make these cuts, but I 
can’t sit here and pretend it’s 1994 or 1995 
and salaries are going up and the economy 
is doing well. I don’t live in a vacuum. We 
have the worst economy since the Great De- 
pression and we have to make some tough 
decisions. But I am going to do the job I was 


elected to do. It makes no sense to back a 
budget that cannot be funded. Right now, 
tentatively, I have to support this budget. 
We have to be realistic about it. I’m trying 
to protect the integrity of the system,” said 
Bonavita. 

Committee member Linda Galarneau 
echoed Bonavita’s sentiments and drew in- 
citement from the crowd with her remarks. 

“Tt’s unfair to sit up here now and say you 
can’t make these cuts. We tentatively ap- 
proved this budget. We’re saying we won’t 
approve this budget now, but we’re not tell- 
ing her [Czajkowski] where to cut. To sit up 
here and play politics now is playing to the 
crowd,” said Galarneau to her fellow com- 
mittee members before turning her attention 
to the crowd. 

“T don’t know if you people read the pa- 
per, but it’s bad out there. My pay isn’t 
going up either. Teachers and paraprofes- 
sionals have gotten raises—and very good 
raises—all through the years. Well, let me 
put it this way, you go out into the working 
world and see what raises are out there,” said 
Galarneau. 

Cohen had to call for order in the meeting, 
as many audience members expressed their 
displeasure in Galarneau’s comments. 

Juzba responded that “we all have a right 
to speak our minds.” 

“[’m not happy about all the positions 
we're cutting, but I’m going to support the 
$1.6 million cut because we have to. But 
you need to respect other people’s opinions,” 
said Juzba. 

Czajkowski concluded that the budget 
would be submitted and presented at the 
public hearing on April 26 at the Doer- 
ing School. Visibly emotional, Czajkowski 
thanked her staff for their efforts in helping 
her prepare this budget and the committee in 
approving it. 

“These are difficult decisions and it takes 
a lot of courage to make them. I would love 
a level-service budget, but that’s not what 
we’ve been asked to come up with,” said 
Czajkowski. 

The deadline for teacher layoff notifica- 
tion in June 15.

for rain barrels 


Due to an overwhelming number or requests, the town 
of Agawam will again be selling rain barrels this spring. 
According the DPW Environmental Project Coordinator 
Tracy DeMaio, “Rain barrels have become very popular 
in Agawam. In the last two years we have sold over 300 
rain barrels. More and more residents are using them, 
making water conservation a way of life in their homes, 
while also helping to reduce the impacts of storm wa- 
ter run off on Agawam’s wetlands, rivers, and streams.” 
A rain barrel collects rainwater from the roof and stores 
it for use during dry weather to water houseplants or out- 
side gardens. Collecting water in a rain barrel is an ex- 
cellent way to save some of the runoff and take the pres- 
sure off our water supply and storm water management 
systems. By using the rainwater on your gardens you are 
helping to replenish your groundwater and benefit our 
water supply. Collected rainfall is especially valuable 
during droughts or dry conditions. It contains more nu- 
trients and less salt than tap water, so it’s great for plants. 
The rain barrels are made from 60-gallon recycled food 
grade barrels in a terra cotta color. The fully screened 
intake port keeps mosquitoes, insects, and debris out. 
The lid can be removed for easy cleaning and for stor- 
ing hoses inside the barrel during the winter. The solid 
brass threaded spigot can be connected to a regular hose 
or soaker hose. The overflow connector and tubing can 
be used to direct water away from the foundation or to 
join multiple barrels for additional storage capacity.
